Synthetic Rubber Won't 
He Discarded, Says 
Scientist 


W ashington— W ar experience in 
the m aking and field use of tires 
can be expected to h av e consid­ 
erable influence on the design and 
construction of tires for postw ar 
cars, Dr. Waldo Semon, director 
of pioneering research for the B. 
F. G oodrich com pany, stated in 
an address here today. 
C onfronted 
with 
an 
enem y- 
caused fam ine iii n atu ra l rubber, 
scientist; and 
m anufacturers 
in 
this country cooperated *in doing 
the impossible, and filled th e gap 
largely 
with 
synthetic 
rubber, 
m ass-produced in this country for 
the first time. 
The speaker 
de­ 
clared that while w ar-tim e tires 
of synthetic rubber may not be 
fully a match for th e best pre­ 
w ar n a tu ra l-ru b b e r tires, “a syn­ 
thetic tire that is m ore than 
a 
m atch for p rew ar n atu ra ls may 
be ‘just around the corner.* ” 
W ar-p ressu red speed-up in re­ 
search has taught us m any things 
about better tire design as well as 


im provem ent in basic 
materials, 
Dr. Semon stated, just as the spur 
ot war has caused * many 
very 
rapid advances 
in 
m any 
other 
fields of applied science. 
However, the speaker caution­ 
ed, “ I would* like to refute the 
rath er common assum ption that 
w ar speeds up technical progress. 
It’s a big subject and could stand 
a lot of arguing, but I have long 
regarded as one of 
the 
w orld’s 
most tragic fallacies the notion 
that w ar acids to the stockpile of 
; fundam ental knowledge. It is true 
I that some spectacular advances in 
I science are brought out under the 
spur of war, but in the long ru n 
w ar depletes rather than adds to 
the sum of fundam ental 
know ­ 
ledge. And for the most part the 
hard, digging 
research 
behind 
even those 
spectacular 
w artim e 
advances was carried on during 
the years of peace.”

CITY’S BONDED 
DEBT $80,000 


Escanaba Will Be Free 
Of Bond Obligations 
In Six Years 


The payment today of a $5,000 
installment on the 
city’s 
water 
bonds brought the total of Esca­ 
naba^ bonded indebtedness down 
to $80,000, the lowest figure in 
many years, it was reported yes­ 
terday 
by 
City Manager A. V. 
Aronson. 
Last payment on the non-call- 
able water and sewage disposal 
plant bonds will be made in 1950 
on the sewage bonds, and in 1951 
on the water bonds. Thus the city 
will be free of all present bonded 
indebtedness within six years.

For Quisling .Puppet 
Leader Of Norway

Oslo, Aug. 31. (A5) — The death 
penalty was demanded for Vidkun 
Quisling today by Prosecutor An­ 
naeus 
Schjoedt, 
who 
declared 
Quisling was a murderer, a thief, 
a man lustful 
for 
power, 
and 
guilty of the ‘‘most extensive and 
most evil high 
treason 
Norway 
ever experienced.” 
Summing 
up 
the state’s case, 
Schjoedt declared Quisling, pup­ 
pet leader of Norway under the 
Germans, should be given 
‘‘the 
most severe 
punishment of the 
law”-—death. 
The 
prosecutor 
charged 
that 
Quisling began his treachery 
in 
1939 by telling Nazi leaders that 
the invacation of Norway was ne­ 
cessary. 
That on invasion day he took 
Germans to the defense ministry 
and personally telephoned several 
military commanders telling them 
to cease fire. 
That he was responsible for de­ 
portation of lftore than 1,000 Jaws 
to Germany, of whom only 12 re­ 
turned. 
That he tried to change the con­ 
stitution and introduce 
“govern­ 
ment based on German power and 
the ‘fuehrer’ principle.” 
The defense will make its sum­ 
mation Sept. 5.
